»And he will never see the flowers, 
the young lambs jumping in the fields, 
nor the birds when they sing, and he 
can’t work on the farm: Oh, my 
boy! my boy!” 

A blind baby—what a tragedy in 
the lives of parents when the dread 
verdict is pronounced! To’the child 
who lives in perpetual night, the real- 
ization of all he has lost is happily 
withheld in its entirety. He has nev- 
er seen, 

To the individual who has once seen 
and enjoyed the wonders and beauties 
of this world, blindness is a depriva- 
tion of half the incentive to live, 

“A million dollars to anyone who 
will restore my sight.” Once said 
a prominent business man who had 
become blind. But it was too 
late. No one could restore the vision 
that) was lost. This shows how val- 
uable to us is our eyesight and how 
careful we should be to keep our eyes 
in good condition, 

The eyes re connected with other 
parts of the body. The cause of 
many eye trouble is not in the eye 
itself, but comes from other diseases 
On the other hand, poor eyesight may 
‘ause illnesses in other parts of the 
body. Often when the eye trouble 
‘'s corrected, the health improves. 

Frequently if a child is backward in 
school, or if he does not star! 
sit straight, it my be because his oye 
are causing the trouble. Chi 
as well as adults may have bad hcad- 
aches due to eye-strain, An eye- 
specilist should be seen. If 
eye trouble is found and proper glas- 
ses worn, the headaches disappear and 
the general health improves. 

Keeping the sight is a most import- 
ant thing. * All children before going 
to school, should hve a complete physi- 
cal examination, special care being 
given to testing of the eyes. Glasses 
should be provided if necessry, so that 
the child starts school free of a seri- 
ous handicap. z

C.N.R. TO BUILD MORE 
ALBERTA BRANCH LINES 


Of the 695 miles of brnch lines con- 
struction which is proposed by the 
Canadian National Railways during 
the next three years 156 miles are in 
Alberta. The longest project in the 
province is 82 miles of new construc- 
tion to run south-easterly from Alli- 
ance to near Dobson on the Calgary 
-Saskatoon line of the C.N.R. In ad- 
dition to serving a large area of good 
agricultural land this branch will con- 
siderably shorten the haul for grain 
and other shipments to Edmonton, 
From this new line a branch 25 miles 
in length will be built, in a north-east- 
erly direction from Bulwark. The 
building program in Alberta also in- 
cludes the extension of the Loverna 
line from its present terminus at Hem- 
aruka to Scapa on the Hanna-Warden 
line, a distance of 41 miles following
